We pay transportation 
on all orders of $3.00 or more; we will fill smaller orders but must require 25c to- 
ward postage and packing costs. We will start shipping July 15th, this later date 
insures you larger and more mature rhizomes. Bearded iris will be shipped thru 
July and August, the beardless iris (Siberians and Spurias) in September. We 
make no spring shipments.
